In  1908  the  Primulinus,  a new  species  from  South  Africa,  was  introduced.  Since  its  introduction 
it  has  gone  through  the  skill  of  the  Gladiolus  Hybridist,  who  wrought  a flower  as  lovely  and 
graceful  as  an  orchid,  procurable  in  shades  heretofore  unattained  in  any  flower.

Dahlias 


If  our  grandmother  could  behold  the  magnificence  of 
the  modern  Dahlia,  she  would  clasp  her  hands  in  de- 
light, for  she  loved  Dahlias,  even  if  then  she  had  to  be 
satisfied  with  smaller  blossoms  and  homelier  colors 
than  we  can  have  today.  Colors  range  now  from  pure 
white  to  deep  orange-salmon  and  from  yellow  to  the 
deepest  purple;  some  blooms  measuring  over  nine 
inches  in  diameter.  It  is  now  the  most  prominent 
autumn  flower. 


Important 

Dry,  hot  weather  is  unfavorable  to  perfect  bloom- 
ing of  the  Dahlia:  the  tubers  therefore,  should  not 
be  planted  early,  the  later  the  better.  In  this  part 
of  the  country  plants  should  not  be  set  out  earlier 
than  May  15th  and  it  is  even  better  to  wait  till  June 
1st.  When  the  buds  appear  in  August,  take  them 

off.  Keep  the  plants  from  flowering  till  early  in 

September.  In  order  to  obtain  extra  large  blossoms,  dis- 
bud, leaving  one  bud  only  at  the  top.  If  you  water  your 
Dahlias,  do  it  thoroughly  or  not  at  all.  Just  sprinkling 
the  surface  does  more  harm  than  good.

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Evergreens

Evergreens  may  be 
pianted  either  in  spring  or  fall,  the  earlier  the  better.  We 
advise  spring  planting  from  April  10th  to  May  15th.  All 
our  evergreens  are  shipped  with  ball  of  earth  about  the 
roots,  tightly  sewed  in  burlap.  Cottage  Gardens’  evergreens 
will  stand  transportation  with  very  little  risk  of  loss. 

WHEN  PLANTING.  Dig  the  hole  about  a foot  wider  than 
the  ball  of  the  tree  and  at  least  two  feet  deep.  Set  the 
tree  about  an  inch  deeper  in  the  ground  than  it  was  at  the 
nursery,  which  is  easily  seen  by  the  bark.  When  filling  the 
hole  be  sure  that  there  is  dirt  around  the  roots,  which  is 
done  by  pushing  it  down  with  a stick.  It  is  very  important 
to  pack  the  earth  tightly,  water  and  mulch  with  leaves.  Be 
sure  to  cut  the  burlap  in  several  places;  it  is  not  necessary 
to  remove  it.
